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1. PRIME MINISTER LONG BORET GAVE ME FOLLOWING INFORMATION 
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ON TRAVEL PLANS OF KHMER MUSLIN DELEGATIONS: 

2. AMBASSADOR-AT-LARGE BRIG. GEN. LES KOSEM WILT. COORDINATE 
EFFORTS OF THREE INDIVIDUAL DELEGATIONS (TOTAL OF EIGHT 
PERSONS INCLUDING LES KOSEM) WHO ARE TO VISIT SEVERAL 
DIFFERENT CAPPALS. LES KOSEM AND FOUR DELEGATION MEMBERS 
WILL LEAVE PHNOM PENH TOMORROW, AUGUST 1, FOR BANGKOK. 

LES KOSEM WILL CONTINUE ON ALONE TO KUALA LUMPUR WHERE 
HE WILL ARRANGE FOR THE ISSUANCE OF VISAS FOR DELEGATION 
MEMBERS AND PICK UP ARABIC-LANGUAGE BROCHURE ON ROLE 

OF MUSLIM COMMUNITY IN KHMER REPUBLIC. (THE MINISTRY
